Congressman’s backing of Garcia 
removes top Emanuel challenger

Congressional seats in 
Chicago change hands 
about once a generation. 
And in a political tradition 
that spans generations, 
when a spot opens up, the 
powers that be quickly try 
to anoint someone. 

And so it was Tuesday 
that veteran U.S. Rep. Luis 
Gutierrez said he’s done 


after this term and put his 
arms around Cook County 
Commissioner Jesus 
“Chuy” Garcia as the De- 
mocrat voters should elect 
in March. 

Gutierrez’s surprise deci- 
sion realigns the city’s polit- 
ical scene for the 2018 
election and beyond. 

Garcia gets an instant 
boost in what already is 
shaping up to be a crowded 
primary field with a short 
campaign window. Mayor 


Rahm Emanuel’s top poten- 
tial challenger for 2019 sud- 
denly has other plans. And

rise. 

While word trickled out 
Monday night about the 
political shake-up, the big 
question heading into Tues- 
day was why Gutierrez was 
hanging it up. The nearly 
64-year-old Democratic 
oratorical firebrand has

Held on flawed warrant, 
man nearly dies in jail 


Lawsuit: He paid 
overdue $25, but 
system not updated

Outside a West Side 
medical clinic late last 
summer, a fed-up Tyler 
Lumar told Chicago police 
he’d had enough. 

Officers were called to 
the East Garfield Park 
clinic after Lumar, a 22- 
year-old with asthma there 
for a first visit after his 
longtime doctor died, 
yelled and allegedly threat- 


ened a physician who re- 
fused to refill his cough 
medicine prescription, 
then tossed papers on the 
floor and said he would 
come back and shoot the 
place up, according to a 
police report. 

“I’m so tired of racism, 
bro?’ Lumar said outside 
the clinic, according to a 
Chicago police squad car 
dashcam recording of the 
encounter, alleging the in- 
cident began when the 
doctor accused Lumar, 
who has no criminal 
record, of reselling his pre-

N. Korea ICBM launch 
alarms U.S., Asia allies 


DC. may now be 
in Kim’s reach as 
tensions escalate

TOKYO — North Korea 
launched another inter- 
continental ballistic mis- 
sile, the Pentagon said, 
with experts calculating 
that Washington, D.C., is 
technically within Kim 
Jong Un’s reach. The 
launch, the first in 10 
weeks, is a sign that the 
North Korean leader’s re- 
gime is pressing ahead 


with its stated goal of 
being able to strike the US. 
mainland. 

“We will take care of it” 
President Donald Trump 
told reporters Tuesday at 
the White House. It is a 
“situation we will handle” 

A growing chorus of 
voices in Washington is 
calling for consideration of 
military action against 
North Korea, although 
this is opposed by South 
Korea, where the Seoul 
metropolitan area — home

Dems 
sit out 
Trump 
meeting 


President’s tweet 
prompts no-shows 
as shutdown feared

WASHINGTON — Con- 
gress’ top Democrats 
abruptly pulled out of a 
planned meeting with Pres- 
ident Donald Trump on 
Tuesday after he declared 
via Twitter that he didn’t 
“see a deal” ahead with 
them on taxes and federal 
spending, casting doubt on 
prospects for averting a gov- 
ernment shutdown at the 
end of next week. 

On Twitter just hours 
before the scheduled meet- 
ing at the White House, 
Trump also accused Senate 
Minority Leader Chuck 
Schumer of New York and 
House Minority Leader 
Nancy Pelosi of California of 
being soft on crime, taxes 
and illegal immigration. 

Schumer and Pelosi re- 
buffed Trump’s invitation 
and asked instead for imme- 
diate talks at the Capitol 
with top Republican leaders 
in Congress. 

“Given that the president 
doesn’t see a deal between 
Democrats and the White 
House, we believe the best 
path forward is to continue 
negotiating with our Re- 
publican counterparts in 
Congress instead,” Schumer 
and Pelosi said in a state-
